The enslavement of oity employes, who
were organized In an army of tralned Al
politieal workers for the control of elog.
tlons, according to the artlcle, was
fshed when Mayor Blankenburg ang
directors enforced. for the first time, the
provisions of the Bhearn law of 198 for. &
bidding pelitical netlvity by oMesholdars,

Exacting political contributions
office holdern, requiring political ARAERY.
mentn from officeholders and excluding
nll except politionl adherents from gy~
coming ofMoesholders have beesn abolishod
by the Blankenburg administration, the
article states,

“A restoration of the Organization to
powar means a restoration of this system
of treating public oMces an private prop-
erty, to be distribuled only among politi-
eally falthful to the party In control*

Permission of a ward leader or -
perior officer, which was frequently pee
quired before clty employes ecould change
their resldence, partioularly pollcemen
nnd fAremen, was completely done away
with when Mayor Blankenburg onme Into
ofMiee,

Each policeman is callod upon for me-
tive duty for only 8 hours a day, Instead
of 12 houra under the old regime, it Ia
pointed out, which has Incressed the
efMcloncy of the department. Other eme
ployes, outstde of the police mnd fire de-
partments, who formerly finished thelr
day nt 3 o'clock or 4 o'cloek, were come
pelled to work snother hour longer,

The article declares that nrosecutions
wers brought ngainst 1009 persons updee
the Shearn law, of which 431 cancs wers
proven and 37 persons were allowed to
resign

In many Instances of these prosseg-
tions, which were brought by the Come
mittee of Soventy, It wae pointed out that
numerous cnses Investigated brought to
light the fact that they had alrendy been
dropped from the various departments '

“Groas  offenders and thore guilty of
crimes In thelr political nctivity have din-
appeared from the publle service,” the
articles declaren, *“Lesser offanders hnave
been disciplined, are now divorced trom
politien and under this pdministration are
nt liherty to give undivided attention to
thelr puble dutien'

There hns been o gradual weeding ot
of incompetent parsons In the clty's nervs
lee, which hans taken the place of wholes
snle diamiesal of all followers af the
Orgunizntion In the employ of the eity
on Docember 4, 1911, when the Blankens
burg foreea came into power, according
to the nrticle,

Aftor giving tables to show how thia
has been accomplished, the article cons
cludes:

“Hence during the last threa years in
the competitive class the number of ap-
plicationa has Increased by over 5 per
eent, and the number of appointments by
more than 5 per ceng,

“For years public office In Philadelphia
been looked upon mm a publie
trust, but as a polltien! perquisite. Med
had not been appolnted upon the basis of
merlt, but upon & calewlation of haw
meny voles they could deliver in thelr
divistons,

“This whols deplorable condition had
heen utterly changed In four short Years;
the very ptmosphers of the City Hall I8
changed. Yot it has all been done so
quietly and In so business-like n Wiy
that eltizens nre In danger of forgetting
how great Is the distinction between the
ndministration of a contractor-awned
Mayor and that of ome elected by inde-
pendent eitigens and recognizing  alles
Kinnce to them alone,

“No wonder the contractor lords have

been at great paines to agres upon a ‘hare
moeny candidate'!"
